PEKING, March China and Japan have 
reached no agreement in the matter of the 
seizure of the steamer Tatau and the Chi- 
nese board of foreign affairs is determined 
that it shal not retreat from the stand it 
has taken until a thorough investigation of 
the matter be made. 

These facts became known today and, in 
spite of the reports emanating from Japanese 
sources thet China had capitulated to the 
Japanese demands, it is regarded here that 
the crisis in the affair is not yet passed. 

China has successfully temporised for two 
days and today a member of the board of 
‘foreign affairs and the Japanese minister, 
Baron Hayashi, had a lengthy conference 
with regard to the disposition of the cargo 
of the steamer if it were restored. 

China has proposed that the shipment ot 
arms and ammunition on the Tatau be re- 
called and that the permit for such shipment 
be canceled and it further asks for pledges 
from Japan looking to the suppression of 
the traffic in arms and ammunition to the 
mainiand through Japanese sources, 


Fail to Draw Portugal In. 


The attempt of the Japanese to draw Portu- 
gal into the incident has been met by the em- 
Phatie assertion on the part of the Chinese 
authorities that the vessel was seized on 
the high seas and that therefore there was 
no violation of the law governing Port ugdese 
waters. 

This statement has been sent to the gov- 
ernment officials at Lisbon to forestall any 
message or plea for assistance which may 
be sent by the Japanese. 

Serious as the Tatsu incident is, it is re- 
garded here as merely the climax of a series 
of offenses committed by the Japanese. 

The real tause is attributed to the desire 
of the mikado’s government to prevent Chi- 
nese from recovering full sovereignty in Man- 
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churia. 


The fomenting of rebellion in certain Chi- 
nese districts, in which Chinese youths, edu- 
cated In Japan, are used ae tools, and other 
repressive measures are pointed as proof 
of this plot. * 
une cénduct of the postal service in Man- 
churia is regarded as another of these sinister 
moves. Japan is harassing the imperial 
Chinese post by such means as the follow- 
ing: 

Japan refuses China certain postal privi- 
s leges on the South Manchurian railways to 
which she is entitled, has breken open Chi- 
nese mail bags, secretly confiscated one mail 
bag and contents, and conducts a parcels 
post over her railways while refusing to 
carry the parcels of the Chinese post. 

China has been aware for some time past 
that Japan was using her department of com- 
munications to extend her authority in Man- 
churie. Japan substituted for her military 
post, when it was withdrawn at the time of 
the evacuation, a complete postal establish - 
ment under a postal commissioner of the 
imperial Japanese post, who resides at Dalny. 
China has not 80 far had the temerity to men- 
tion her natural rights in Manchuria on ac- 
count of the menace which the Japanese 
government holds over her. 


Russia Aid to Japan. 


Russia has been a party to Japan's success 
in her postal policy. Shortly after the Rus- 
gian-Japanese war China discovered that 
Japan arid Russia had made a secret compact 
by which the imperial Chinese postoffice wae 
excluded from the through mail traffic be- 
tween Burope and the east by way of Siberia 
and Manchuria. The maiis from Furope are 
received by the Japanese imperial postoffice 
in the heart of Manchuria and are delivered 
by the same postoffice to addresses in Chi- 
nese cities. Japan reciprocated Russia's de- 
livery of European mails by delivering all 
European bound mails'to her. 

Russie and Japan based their rights to this 
action on the ground Chine was not a mem- 
ber of the international postal union. Then 
Japan submitted a scheme by which she 
would not only hold her present postal and 
other communications in Manchuria, but 
would obtain certain unfair privileges over 
the Chinese imperial railways in Manchuria 
and China proper. 

To these and other high handed proceed- 
ings China has objected strenuously, but the 
open breach did not come until the Tatsu 
incident, which is regarded as the final straw 
by high Chinese officials.

JAPAN READY TO PUSH CLAIMS. 

TOKIO, Match 8.-~-The Japanese foreign 
office has demanded the immediate release 
of the steamer Tatsu and the punishment of 
the officials responsible for the seizure. Quite 
irrespective of the merita of the case, the 
Japanese minister maintains the action of 
the Chinese authorities in seizing the steamer 
and hauling down the Japanese fag wae an 
insult to Japan. 

This attitude on the part of the foreign of- 
fice was borne out by the statement of a high 
official in the foreign office, who said; 

“Japan will not resort to force in connec- 
tion with the seizure of this vessel unless 
compelled to do go by the action of China. 

It is believed that it is entirely improbable 
that Japan will make any effort to retake 
the Tatsu or send warships to Canton waters. 

While war is considered most improbabie, 
the naval base at Sasebo is extremely active. 

It is announced that a part of the first 
squadron will leave port on March 14. The 
armored cruiser Chi Yoda suddenly left port 
last night. Coaling is proceeding rapidly, a 
number of torpedo boat destroyers having 
already coaled. Enormous supplies in stor 
age at Gasebo are being hurried aboard the 
vessels.

[ALFONSO DEFIES 


Insists on Making e ourney to 
Barcelona Despite Warn- 
ing of Peril. 


QUEEN STAYS IN-CAPITAL. 


Officials Take Every Precaution 
to Prevent Disaster to 
Monarch, - 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MADRID. March 8.—Despite the protests 
of the cabinet ministers and Queen Victoria, 
King Alfonso will leave here tomérrow night 
for Barcelona, where he will greet the 
Austrian fleet and inaugurate an extensive 
scheme of street improvement. Queen Vic- 
toria will not accompany the king. 

The fears of the ministers result from the 
activity of the revolutionists in Barcelona. 
They admit, however, that should the king 
escape any injury his visit will be of great 
benefit politically. The great body of the 
public is opposed to this view and hold that 
the venture is foolhardy and can result in 
no good. 

Great preparations and secrecy are being 
placed around the visit. The national au- 
thorities refuse to divulge which route the 
royal train will take. 

Barcelona Officials on Guard. 

BARCELONA, March 8.-—The pity is be- 
ing extensively decorated and no official 
efforts will be spared to give King Alfonso 
a creditable and enthusiastic reception on 
his arrival here on Tuesday. Nevertheless, 
the greatest concern is felt as to the king's 
safety, owing to the activity of the an- 
archists, who recently have created almost 
a reign of terror in this city. There have 
heen five bomb explosions since Jan. 1, and 
not a single culprit has been caught. 

Only a few days ago placards were posted 
throughout Barcelona stating that an at- 
tempt would be made upon the life of the 
king should he carry out his determination 
of visiting thie city. The placards were torn 
down by the police, but the fear that an 
outrage will be attempted remains. 

Gen. Linares, who was in command of the 
Spanish forces at Santiago and who is now 
captain general of Catalonia, will be in com- 
mand of the military arrangements, and in 
conjunction with Inspector Arrow, late of 
Scotiand Yard, now chief of police here, is 
taking every precaution to insure the safety 
of the king, who will be his personal guest. 


Troops to Line All Streets. 


In addition to the troops who will line the 
routes wherever the king goes, practically all 
the civil guards in Spain, except detach- 
ments in An@alusia, are concentrated here 
and 800 police have been specially drafted 
for this service. 

Instructions have been issued to the police 
to search all persons wearing long Spanish 
capes, under which, as was the case in the 
Lisbon tragédy, arms might be concealed. 
This will de King Alfongo's fourth visit 
to Barcelona. He came bere first with his 
mother when a baby,-.6n the occasion of the 
international exposition; next in 1905, when 
Premier Maura’s life was attempted, and 
again last fall. 


DIAMOND TO CUT DIAMOND? 


Premier and De Beers Companies May

LONDON, March 8.—The diamond monop- 
oly may be broken up through the non-renew- 
al of the cbntract, which expires this month, 
between the Premier Diamond Mining com- 
pany and the diamond syndicate which hith- 
erto has taken the output of both the Pre- 
mier and the De Beers companies. In case 
the contract is not renewed, war will be 
declared by the Premier company agei 
the De Beers. The diamond syndicate prac- 
tically controls the world’s output amount- 
ing to about $50,000,000 annually. Eariy in 
the year there was a depression in the dia- 
mond markets of the world resulting from 
the financial situation in America and the 
money stringency in Europe. To maintain 
the price of diamonds, the Premier company 
reduced its monthly output and the diamond 
syndicate agreed that there should be no 
reduction.

Dm; S., March 8>As near as 
can be ascertained by inquiries on both sides 
rege facts of the “atsu incident appear to be 
t e: 

The Japanese contention is that the vessel 
left Kobe on Jan. 26 with ninety-four cases 
of rifles and forty cases of ammunition con- 
signed by the Ataka Shokai of Osaka to 
Messrs. Kwong Yo & Co. of Macao, who are 
licensed by the Macao govermet to deal 
in arma. 

The fact that the Tatsu anchored outside 
Macao harbor is.explained by the statement 
that its draft was too great to permit it to 
enter the harbor in safety, and that the in- 
tention of the captain and the consignee 
was to have the cargo discharged to 
lighters. 

According to the captain’s story, the vesse, 
was surrounded by four Chinese gunboats 
and was shortly afterwards boarded by the 
Chinese commander, who declared that, al- 
though the steamer held à certificate issued 
by the Portuguese authofities at Macao, the 
Chinese government was informed it was 
bound for Macao with a cargo of 134 cases 
of arms and ammunition consigned to a Chi- 
nese and that he had been ordered by the 
taotai of Canton to stop the discharge of this 
cargo. 

Further inquiry has elicited the informa- 
tion that the seizure of the Tatsu was 
brought about through a report sent from 
Kobe or Osaka to the Chinese authorities 
to the effect that, although the rifiee and 
ammunition ere consigned to a firm in 
Macao, they were really to be smuggled into 
the hands of insurgents in the interior of 
China. It is surmised that the informant of 
the Chinese government may have been a 
Chinese residing in Japan.

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ARTIST FREER DIES SUDDENLY 


„Painter of Beautiful Women” 
Victim of Heart Disease. 


WORK WINS WORLD FAME. 
He Was a Chicago Product and Taught 
8 in Art Institute. 


Frederick Warren Freer, one of America’s 
foremost painters, died suddenly of heart 
disease last Saturday night at his residence, 
224 Ontario street. 

Mr. Freer had been suffering from heart 
disease for several years. He was reading in 
bed when his son Arthur saw him fall for- 
ward over his book. Dr. O. T. Freer, a 
brother, was hastily summoned, but when he 
arrived the artist was dead. Mrs. Freer was 
bent at he time, . e b 
. Realde the widow, Mr. Freer, who was 58 
years old, is survived by four sons, Frederick 
Church, Arthur Warren, Paul Howard, and 
Otto Emil, by two brothers, Dr. O. T. Freer 
and Dr. Paul C. Freer, director of the bureau 
of sciences in the Philippines, and by a 
sister, Miss Cora Freer. The funeral, which 
will be private, will be held tomorrow morn- 
ing from the family residence. 


Work Wins Him World Fame. 


Mr. Freer had achieved a world wide fame 
as a painter, particularly of beautiful wom- 
en. was also known as a clever dry 
point etcher. 

Although he studied and lived abroad for 
many years, the dead artist was wholly a 
Chicago product. He was born at Kenni- | 
cott’s Grove, northwest of Chicago, being 
the son of Dr. Joseph Warren Freer, ome of 
the early presidents of Rush Medical col- 
lege. 

At the age of 17 be went abroad with the 
family and for the next five years studied 
at the Royal academy at Munich, After a 
six year residence at home he returned to 
Europe in 1877 and studied for four years 
in Paris and Munich. 

It was om his return to New York at the 
age of 32 that he made his mark in the world 
of art with a series of impressionistic water 
color landscapes that attracted much atten- 
tion. About this time Mr. Freer met a 
young woman, Margaret Cecilia Keenan, 
who became the subject of one of his best 
known paintings, The Lady in Black,“ a 
Columbian exposition prize winner, now in 
the Boston Art museum. 

He was married to Miss Keenan in 1886, 
and in 1892 the family moved to Chicago. 
Mr. Freer then became an instructor in the 
Aft institute, a position he held to the day 
of his death. 


Painter of Beautiful Women. 


Before he had left New. York Mr. Freer 
had won his wide reputation as a painter 
of beautiful women. ‘‘ Consolation ” and its 
companion piece, Mother and Child,“ now 
in the Coffin collection in Boston, won praise 
not only at home but abroad, where the 
American painter was hailed as one who was 
striking out along a new path independent 
of any scoool of art. 

“Thoughts of the Future won a place in 
an important collection in Philadelphia, 
while “Sympathy’’ was purchased as a 
noteworthy work by the Chicago Society of 
Artists. 

Waiting for the Ride will be recalled as 
the feature of an exhibition in the old exposi- 
tion building on the lake front. 
The Old Gown,” painted in 1900, wan the 
Martin Cahn prize at the Art institute. Oth- 
er important works were the “ Longshore- 
man the Old Letter,.“ In Ambush,” and 
the portrait of himself, which won the bronze 
medal at the St. Louis exposition. 

His works took the bronze medal at the 
Pan-American exposition at Buffalo and the 
silver medal at the Charleston exposition. 

The artist’s achievements in etching were 
confined to the period of his New York resi- 
dence. The best known of this work is 
Love's Token,” which was etched from the 
artist's oll painting of the same title now 
owned by Mrs. Arthur Beven. 

Mr. Freer was associate member of the 
National Academy of Design and a member 
of the Society of American Artists, the 
American Water Color society, the Chicago 
Society of Artists, and the American So- 
ciety of Artists.

“God bless the gossiping women,” said 
Siskind Goldbarth, socialist. ‘‘A man comes 
home at night, tired from his day's work 
what pleasure would he have if his wife 
didn't gossip a little? Let the women gossip 
all they like.

Manyiof 
the women in industry are mere girls O- 
have the possibilities of the race in their 
keeping. During twenty years of a woman's 
life she should be kept in such a state of 
physical soundness as will enable her to enjoy 
a healthy motherhood.” |

Mrs. Manny whis- 
pered to the youngster. 

„ Stealing junk.“ was the laconic reply. 

„ And how do you like being here with 
these older men? Aren't you afraid of 
them! 

There only was a shrug of the little shoul- 
ders, signifying the lack of fear which is 
demanded of all prisoners by their associ- 
ates. 

„Guess Mr. Mallary has been trying to get 
the old fellows off to the pen,“ said the boy, 
who gave his name as Charley. 

“Wonder why such a needed change 
wasn't made, said the visitor half to herself 
and half to her youthful informant. 

„ don’t know. Guess somebody else didn't 
want to do it,“ said the boy, who knew noth- 
ing of such slight things as Supreme court 
decisions and *‘ unconstitutional "’ laws. 

Then the boy told in whispers of the 
“junior republic which exists within the 
walls of the great penal institution. He told 
how boys of his own age had taken the re- 
sponsibility of self-government upon their 
slight shoulders. ° 

Whenever one of the fellows breaks a rule 
we just hold court and punish him ourselves, 
said Charley.”

Albany, N. Y., March &,—{Special.}—It fs 
practically cértain that the anti-racetrack 
gambling bills which are being pushed by 
Gov. Hughes will be passed by the legisla- 

ture. The champions of the bills openly 
claim the victory, while the racetrack people, 
although still fighting, admit they are waging 
a losing battle. 

There are a number of these bills before 
the legisiature. One group embodies the re- 
commendation of Gov. Hughes that the con-

Besides these measures, which are popu- 
larly known as the governor’s bills, there are 
several other anti-gambling bills which 
would penalize chance booths at church 
fairs, private wagers of boxes of gloves and 
candy, grabbags, and poker and bridge 
whist games, but the only ones to which any 
serious attention is paid are those aiming to 
abolish bookmaking and poo! selling.

It is having less success in this 


direction than the organized farmers in any 


other part of the state. 


Millions of Pounds Stored. 
The pool in this district holds a portion of 


the crop raised by the members in 1905 and 


all of that of 1906 and 10907. This tobacco,

much mental and financial disquietude.

lessened the demands of that corporation and 
decreased the chances of the members of the 
orgahization for obtaining a blanket rate of 
15 cents. 

If the company is able to purchase heavily

Desirous of ending conditions that weighed 


* heavily against their chances of success, 
. farmers of the Green river district deter- 
* mined to send missionaries abroad to de- 


clare the economie gospel as the association 
understands it. 

To this end they organized what they 
termed peaceful armies of Invasion. The 


' accuracy of the description depends entirely 


upon what is considered peaceful.” 


There 
have, however, been no outrages comparable 
to those in the dark tobacco district. 

The first army was mustered from among 


. farmers in the neighborhood of Owensboro, 


Tenn., and from there members were sent in 
squads of twenty-five or less along all the 
roads in the Wistrict. Their purpose was to 
discuss tobacco raising policies with. all who 
were not members of the association and 
endeavor to persuade them either to pool 
their tobacco or refuse to sell it for less than 
Id cents. 


Independents Take Action- 
They demanded, speaking generally, of all

that they conduct their business in such a 
way as to further the interests of the associa- 


y tion. No violence was offered nor threat- 


ened. The statement was often made, how- 


ever, that the first “army” was but the 


advance guard of others, and if, when the 


- second came marching along, the farmer had 
not become fully convinced that his interests 
lay with the association, it was entirely pos- 
- gible that methods of persuasion would be 
adopted less pleasant and more convincing.

Farmers’ Notes Six Times Overdue. 


Kentucky raises less than ¢ per cent of the 
corn of the United States and less than 2 
per cent of the wheat. Moreover, Hancock 
county is smaller than the average Kentucky 
county. Ths independent remained uncon- 
vinced. while the association farmer took his 
departure after denouncing the lack of intel- 
ligence among the independents of Daviess 
county 

The banks in this section are having much 
the same trouble with the farmers’ notes 
that exists in the Burley district. The aver- 
ace time on a farmer's tobacco note is about 
four months, but much of this paper held 
by banks has remained unpaid six times as 
long as that. 

During the late financial flurry a young 
tarwer in this district who had been married 
about two months said to the writer: 

„ve not seen money for three weeks. I 
don’t mean I have not had any. I mean just 
what I say. 1 have not seen any. I have not 
been to town every day, but I've been there 
fairly often, but I have been compelled to 
live by barter and trade. I can’t sell any- 
thing for cash. 


No Real Money on Hand. 

“My wife is from the city. The other night 
when I came in from the field I found her 
erying, and when I asked what was the mat- 
ter she sald we were so poor it worried her. 
Now, I’m not poor. I’m pretty well fixed, but 
when it comes to showing up with real money 
we're as poor as my wife thought we were. 
I told her we were not poor, but she said: 

„ We are. Why, we haven't any money.’ 
I took her by the arm, and led her out in 
the yard. I showed her the horses, the cows, 
chickens, potatoes, and the rest of the stuff 
we had piled up, and told her I guessed we 
weren't so poor, and she went back feeling 


more cheerful. . 


„For all that, if the tobacco doesn't com- 
mence to sell in this country pretty soon, and 
if the money doesn’t begin to float around, I 
will be poor for certain, and there will be 
others worse off than I am.“ 


High Prices for Henderson Crop. 

In the Henderson-Stemming district condi!- 
tions are bétter than in the Green river ter- 
ritory. A deal was made last fall by which 
the Imperial Tobacco company, an ally of 
the American company, through which the 
British demand is supplied, took from the as- 
sociation farmers 16,000,000 pounds at 8 
cents, which was, for the tobacco raised in 
that section, the highest price paid since the 
civil war. The crop there in 1907 was about 
30,000,000 pounds. The sale comprehended 
the larger part of the association holdings 
and the farmers are in comfortable financial 
circumstances. 

The Green river farmers, seeing their 
neighbors in the Stemming district enjoying 
prosperity, were so dissatisfied that the lead- 
ers had great trouble in keeping them from 
bolting the organization. To hold them in 
Une, they asked the officers of the Henderson 
district to issue a proclamation announcing 
that they believed a great mistake had been 
made in selling to the Imperial company 
for 8 cents. The officers of the Henderson 
district declined and the men of the Green 
‘river district were left to fight their own 
battle. 

On the whole, the tobacco situation in the 
state is not reassuring. If the farmers are 
compelled to dissolve their pool and throw 
their tobacco on the market they will cer- 
tainly try agaim next year or the year after 
that. Their hatred of the American Tobacco 
company and their distrust of its methods are 
so keen that they will fight while they can 
endure. 


STORK CLUB PROVES SUCCESS; 


ADDITION TO EACH FAMILY. 


Detroit Women Who Organized a Year 
Ago Enthusiastic Over Results and 
Membership May Be Doubled. 


Detroit, Mich, March 8.—[{Special.]—A lit- 
tle over a year ago five Detroit women or- 
ganized a stork club. Since then the stork 
has visited every member, and the organ- 
ization is being enthusiastically perpetuated. 

The idea originated with Mrs. Emily Bold- 
rick, and it was not long before she gained 
four neighbor converts. The members and 
mothers of the children are Mrs. Emily Bold- 
rick, Mrs. Ella Schmitt, Mrs. Anna Schantz, 
Mrs. Ruby Rudd, and Mrs. Clare Carey. 

This club was organized in January, 1907. 
The mothers met weekly. They discussed 
things for the welfare of children and even 
prepared clothing forthe little ones. Each 
stitch carried with it & world of mother’s 
love.

HOOKER IS FOR ACTION. 


He and Secretary MacChesney of 
the Hamilton May Make 
Independent Fight. 


Whether or not there will be any organized 
opposition to the Commonwealth-Edison 
ordinance depends on two meetings to be held 
at noon today. The City club's committee 
on gas and electricity and a special commit- 
tee of the Hamilton club are to discuss the 
matter separately and each decide for itself 
whether it will take any action.

Chesney of the Hamilton contemplate doing 
this, whatever happens. 

** Before the City club can take any official 
action in the matter,“ said President Victor 
ting of that organisation, it must first 
be recommended by the standing committee 
having the subject in charge and the action 
of the committee afterwards indorsed by the 
board of directors. 


Hooker May Act Independently. 

It was remarked that Secretary Hooker had 
intimated that he expected to be before the 
council committee Wednesday to protest 
against the ordinance whether the club took 
action or not, and President Elting replied: 

“Well, Mr. Hooker is an American citizen 
as well as secretary of the club and un- 
doubtedly is at liberty to go before the meet- 
ing Wednesday and make any kindof speech 
he wants to.. It shouid be understood, how- 
ever, that if the directors fall to take any ac- 
tion beforehand he speaks entirely for him- 
self and not as the representative of the or- 
ganization.”’ 

S. 8. Gregory is chairman of the City club 
committee and Henry Scofield and Dwight 
F. Babb members. Mr. Gregory explained 
the position of the body: 


Action of Clubs Uncertain. 


“We have had nething more than an in- 
formal talk about this ordinance,“ he said, 
“and it is impossible to say now what 
stand we will take. Personally I have not 
even read it yet, and do not feel well enough 
informed to pass an opinion. Whatever 
action we may take will have to be ratified 
by the board of directors before it becomes 
the attitude of the club. 

It is possible the committee may decide 
to attend the meeting of the council com- 
mittee Wednesday to get what information 
it can there.

$3,000,000 for Controlling Stock. 


Atlanta, Ga., March 8—[Spectal.)—E. H. 
Harriman has authorized the announcement 
that he is owner of the ‘Central of Georgia 
railroad. The announcement comes through 
the Georgia railroad commission, to which 
Harrimen imparted the fact of his ownership 
some time ago, but asked that it be not pub- 
lished until the fight for control of the IIII- 
nois Central was settled. 

Chairman McLendon of the commission 
states that the Georgia Centra: was asked 
recently to furnish the names of its owhers 
and Maj. F. J. Hansen, president of the road, 
and Vice President Winburn, called upon the 
commission and stated that they had come 
by directioh of Harriman to bring the in- 
formation that Harriman had purchased the 
road. 

It was explained that the sale made by the 
Southern railway to Oakleigh Thorne and 
Marsden J. Perry of the Southern’s holding 
in Central stock was to Harriman and that 
he paid $3,000,000 for the stock. Thorne and 
Perry received a commiesion of 5 per cent 
for negotiating the transaction.

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MUNICIPAL EXPENSES. 

The executive’ committee of the demo- 
@ratic county organization is voluminous 
and vociferous in its condemnation of 
‘the budget recently voted by the city 
council. It says that the aldermen have 
displayed an utter disregard of the 
plight of the taxpayers” by “ greatly in- 
<reasing the city’s expenses.” Therefore 
the executive committee wishes the voters 
to elect aldermen calling themselves dem- 
ocrats who will be pledged to lighten 
the burden of taxation to a degree con- 
sistent with good government.” 

What wretched twaddle this is! There 
cannot be an intelligent taxpayer who 
will be taken in by it. -The increase in 
the expense of running the city is forced 
by its growth and by the demands of the 
community. It is the duty of the council 
in making the appropriations-to do all it 
can to meet those urgent and just de- 
fands. The present council has done 
all it could in that direction, and the 
public is complaining because it has not 
done more—because it did not make 
larger appropriations for street cleaning 
and lighting and other useful purposes. 
If the council had had more money at ite 
disposal it would have appropriated more. 
. the democratic executive com- 
mittee had had the making of the budget 
and had framed it so as to lighten the 
burden of taxation.” Then there would 
have been no provision for any public 
improvements. Then the appropriations 
for the departments of health, fire, and 
public works, which are too small noy, 
would have been cut down. The“ len- 
¢eient government” which the committee 
talks of would have been impossible. 

The democratic organization did what 
it could to defeat the new charter. If it 
had been ratified the consolidation of tax- 
ing bodies would have reduéed the cost 
of administration about a million dollars 
a yearn. The greater bond issuing power 
would have relieved the taxpayers by 
Spreading the costeof permanent improve- 
ments over many years. A lower tax 
rate would have been feasible. These are 
facts which taxpayers who voted against 
the new charter may now’ take to heart. 

The necessary expenses of the city will 
be greater a year hence than they are 
today. The next council, no matter what 
its membership may be, will appropriate 
as much money as this one—and a little 
mfore if there shall be an increase in reve- 
mues. The aldermanic candidate who 
tells the voters he will cut down munici- 
pal expenses if elected is making a prom- 
ise he will not keep and which he ought 
to know he cannot keep. 


INVESTIGATING PEONAGE. 

It is impossible to beliéve that there is 
@& serious attempt in the northern states 
to divert immigration from the south. Yet 
that is the substance of the argument of 
southern congressmen who deny the ex- 
istence of conditions of peonage which are 
being brought to public attention’ If

RELIEF FOR ILLINOIS CITIES. 

Controller Wilson’s proposition that 
bonds issned for such self-supporting mu- 
nicipal undertakings as water works shall 
be outside the constitutional debt limit is 
an excellent one. If it were embodied in 
the constitution it would be helpful to 
every city in the state. It would enable 
many which have not municipal water 


But amending the Illinois constitution 
is not a simple matter, as those who 
have tried, it know. The first step to be 
taken will be to persuade two-thirds of 
the members of each house of the general 
assembly to vate to submit an amend- 
ment. It those members of the legisla- 
tuge who swore last year that they would 
allow no proposition to be submitted ex- 
cept one for the reduction of the repre- 
sentation of this county have not aban- 
doned their purpose it would be useless 
to go to this general assembly for an 
amendment, even though it be one for the 
benefit of all the cities in the state. 

If the next generai assembly were to 
be more reasonable and consent to submit 
the desired amendment it could not be 
voted on until the winter of 1910. It 
would be necessary to wait over two 
years and a half for relief which is 
needed now. If through afiy’ misthance 
the amendment shonld fail of ratification 
the cities would have waited ‘to no pur- 
pose. Doubtless it would be ratified, but 
it would require as long and thorough a 
campaign as that made in behalf of the 
Chicago charter amendment. 

It the municipal authorities of the 
state shall agree after full consideration 
that they can get a constitutional amend- 
ment from the general assembly this year, 
and that the voters will ratify it next 
November, and if they are of the opinion 
that it will give their cities an adequate 
measure of relief, then let us have an 
amendment. But if there be a doubt 
concerning any of these points, then it 
would be wiser to ask the legislature to 
change the method of determining the 
assessed valuation on which the 5 per 
cent limit on indebtedness is based. The 
legislature’ can do that by a majority 
vote. It can increase the bond issuing 
power of the cities by a law that will 
take effect in July. That would be the 
shortest road to thé\goal which the cities 
wish to reach. 


— — 
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IDLE FREIGHT CARS. 

One of the striking evidences of the 
sudden. slackening in industrial activity 
which marked the closing months of last 
year was the decreased demand for freight 
cars. A short time before it had been 
impossible for the railroads to supply al) 
that were needed, but in a few weeks 
there was a surplus instead of a deficit 
and the roads were complaining of idle 
cars that were earning nothing. 

Now the tide has turned. For the first 
time since the end of October a decrease 
in the freight car surplus is reported. 
The decrease is not great, but it is sig- 
nificant. The improvement in conditions 
is most marked in the eastern and middle 
states. It comes on the heels of the re- 
opening ot mills and factories and the in- 
creased! demand for oda, the increase in 
the produetion {ott goods, and the revival 
of mand for them. 


+t e output of iron and steel is far 


from being what it was a year ago, 
but it is larger than it was two 
months ago. That industry is one of the 
first to feel the effects of trade depres- 
sion and one of the first to recover. It 
is now furnishing freight for some of the 
cars which have been idle for several 
weeks. It may be some time before there 
is work for all those cars to do, but, every- 
thing indicates that from now on there 
will be a speedy increase in the volume 
of traffic. 

Curiously enough, at a time when the 
railroad managers say that over 300,000 
freight cars are idle, some shippers are 
complaining that they Cannot get with- 
out vexatious delays the cars they need. 
If there are roads that at this season of 
comparatively light traffic are unable to 
accommodate their customers, how will 
those roads manage to perform the service 
the public expects of them a few months 
hence, when there will be more freight 
to be moved than there is now? The 
natural conclusion is that such roads 
never have had anywhere near enough 
cars and that it behooves them to buy 
some without delay. 


ENDOWED INVESTIGATION. 

The special investigator of the present 
day finds his lot cast in pleasant places.

the house of representatives, It provides 
for the increase in the pay of privates 
which has been advocated so warmly dur- 
ing recent months.

bill of its own for fixing the pay of the 


army. Its provisions cover officers 4” 
well as men. A scale of percentages is 


introduced which seems based upon the 


right principle. The increases vary with 
rank. The higher officers are to have 
their pay raised in smaller percentage 
than the lower. The privates are to fare 
even better, the proposition looking to- 
ward an average increase in their pay of 
40 per cent over the present rate. If the 
real necessities of the situation are con- 
sidered it is reasonable to think that the 
order of preferment in ‘increase should 
place the privates and noncommissioned 
officers first, the latter being given a 


specially generous increase, and then the 


officers. 

The determination to increase the army 
pay having been shown both by the sen- 
ate and the honse, there should be no 
dificulty in arranging a combination of 
measures satisfactory to all concerned. 
There is no doubt that the country at 
large will approve the underising idea, 
that officers and men of the army should 


have higher pay. Congress should hasten, 


toward a harmony of action which does 
not seem far distant in view of the atti- 
tude of the two houses, as indicated in 
different ways.

Foss Bill Provides. Increase. 

Representative Foss, chairman of the house 
committee on naval affairs, introduced 4 bill 
giving an increase of pay to the navy and 
marine corps and had it acted upon by his 
committee inside of three days. It will be 
reported to the house on Tuesday. By the 
time it is considered in the house the senti- 
ment of that body will sufficiently plain 
to Mr. Foss’ committee to enable it to deter - 
mine the nature of the provision that shall 
go into the naval appropriation bill. The 
chances are, however, that the Insertion of 
the pay provision for the navy and marine 
corps will be largely left to Senator Hale 
when the naval bill reaches the senate. The 
naval appropriation biil has not as yet been 
reported from the house committee. 

As regards the revenue cutter service the 
men of that. body are on the anxious seat 
at present on account of the action of the 
senate on Friday in adding to the army pay 
bill @ proviso that practically divorces the 
cutter service from the army law in the 
matter of salaries, it being provided under an 
old law that officers of the revenue cutter 
service should have rank and pay according 
to that of the army. It is known, however, 
that the revenue cutter men are to be taken 
care of in the sundry civil appropriation bill, 
which makes its appearance towards the 
close of the session. | ; 

Graduated Increase for Army. 

The pay bill passed by the senate lest week 
increases the pay of army officers as follows: 
Lieutenant generals, 5 per cent; major gen- 
erals, 10 per cent; brigadier generals, 15 per 
cent; colonels, Neutenant colonels, and ma- 
jors, 20 per cent; captains, first lieutenants, 
and second lieutenants, 25 per cent; cadets at 
the Military academy,25 per cent. The bill au- 
thorizes an increase of the pay of enlisted 
men by 40 per cent. * 

Senator Hale. who has a navy personnel 
bill in his committee. of the senate, may in- 
sist upon making some additions to the naval 
appropriation bill when that measure reaches 
the senate that are not down on the cards 
at the present time. His request for inser- 
tion of an amendment in the pay bill just 

ed by the senate which limits the pro- 
visions of the act entirely to the army and 
keeps it from being construed in any way 
changing the pay of any naval officer, 
indicati of the fact that he has-some ideas 
in relation to navy pay which the army bill 
does not cover and which would not be con- 
‘veyed to the navy pay s by the simple 
insertion of the bill which Chairman Foss 
has arranged.

‘FIGHT u. S. GRAIN INSPECTION. 


Boards of Trade Representatives Will 
Protest Against Any Measure for 
Federal Scrutiny. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Special.}— 
A conference of representatives of the grain 


growing, shipping. and exporting interests 


will be held in Washington next Saturday 
to consider Senator McCumber’s and Repre- 
sentative Gronna’s bill providing for federal 
inspection, and certification of grain, and 
other measures which affect dealing in grain. 

Twenty-four organizations, including 
chambers of commerce, boards of trade, and 
commercial exchanges will send delegates.. 
Practically every one will protest against 
the passage of ahy measure to place the in- 
spection of grain under federal auspices. 

It is contended that this would require too 
many inspectors, and the transportation of 
grain would be greatly delayed, resulting in 
great loss to shippers. 

It is also urged that it is impossible to have 
one set of grading rules to apply to the whole 
country, and that a measure will tend 
to throttle the competition between different 
ports from which grain is shipped abroad. 


ROADS ASK NEW MAIL RATES. 


“Short Line” ‘Railways Plead with 
Congress for Fairer Apportion- 
ment of Carrying Charges. 


Washington, D. C., March 8.—An effort is 
being made before congress to secure a just 
apportionment of the compensation now 
given by the governmegt for the transporta- 
tion of mails by rail. More than 200 short 
line *’ railroads have joined in a petition for 
a readjustment of the pay. 

These short line roads are independent and 
most of thein reach towns, villages and ham- 
lets not readily accessible by any other 
route. These lines now receive $42.75 a mile a 
year for carrying 200 pounds of mall a day 
and $64.13 a mile a year when the amount 
of mall averages 500 pounds a day. 

‘The figures show that the larger roads re- 
ceive from two to four times as much as the 
“short lines for mall carriage in addi- 
tion to extra compensation for carrying the 
postal cars. It is pointed out that the rural 
free delivery service handles the mails at an 
expense of about 11 cents a mile, while the 
weight of the mail does not exceed an aver-

is good flares up and he saves her from in- 
sult at the hands of one of his confederates.

Then she appeals to him, dares him to 
prove that heis brave enough to bé something 
better than he is, taunts with charges 
of cowardice when he insists there ain't 
no use, and finally wins his consent to come 
to see her in her home. When he arrives 
there in the next act she tells him something 
of the alphabet and something of prayer. 
Artfully she holds him, and it really matters 
little whether she does so logically or not, 
because by the time this portion of the story 
is reached the underlying note of sympathy 
that beats with steady heart throbs through 
the play has reached the audience, and it is 
literally ashamed to laugh. 

There follows the struggle of Conway to 
be true to his new resolve and to his Mamie 
Rose. There is the gang to square accounts 
with, and the final struggle comes when an 
honest chap who was afraid he (Conway) 
would drag Miss Deering down to his level 
warns him to chuck it and to put himself 
out of her life before it is too late. Conway 
thus seemingly sacrifices himself for his 
Mamie Rose at the end of the third act, and 
in the fourth we find him in Montana, a 
helpful. young bridge builder, grown spirit- 
ually strong and heroically perfect. And 
there the young woman finds him, and he 
kneels at her feet in adoration and joy st 
the prospect of marrying her.

It is not an easy play to act, and it suffers 
from the exaggerated contrasts of the first 
act, made necessary. to give the regenera- 
tion its proper dramatic and emotional val- 
ues.

Official Sees Good Outlook.

Everything of a desirable weight and 
of good quality found a ready market and 
prices seemed to be only slightly considered 
by buyers. Exporters paid the highest price 
of the season for sheep, $6 fer woo sheep 
and $5.75 for shorn, and took some of the 
heavy lambs, helping prices on the latter, as 
local buyers showed preference for the light- 
er class. Packers paid top prices and wers 
in sharp competition with shippers for the 
best grades of both lambs and sheep. The 
light supply of the latter was attributed part- 
ly to the fact that many of them were being 
held back to be shorn, and traders look 
for increased arrivals this week.

JOBBERS FEEL OPTIMISTIC; 
BELIEVE BUSINESS BETTER. 
Favorable Weather and Improved Fi- 


nancial Conditions Bring Promise of 
Advances Equaling Former Years. 


More seasonable weather and further case 
in financial conditions helped to establish 
more firmly the feeling of optimism which 
has been growing among wholesale dealers 
and jobbers the last few weeks. The vol- 
ume of business in all lines was said to be 
increasing as the month advances, and mer- 
chants expect it to compare favorably with 
previous years. Buyers from outlying dis- 
tricts have been more fully represented at 
distributing centers and al! reported an im- 
proved business, a healthy condition, with 
reversals unlikely. 

Pig iron trade continued of limited volume, 
with prices easy, but indications were that 
any improvement in the demand would be 
quickly reflected in prices. In structural 
lines prospects were brighter, with new or- 
ders coming in for steel rails. Factories 
have more machinery active and an increased 
number of hands. engaged, while the fact 
that the demand shows signs of recovery is 
establishing a more confident feeling. 

In dry goods there were more out of town 
buyers, stocks were being reduced, and the 
consensus of opinion was that prices have 
reached bottom and that advances can be 
expected. Milder temperatures induced more 
liberal purchases of spring and summer goods 
and some of the buyers filled their fall wants 
in a small way. 

Road men received larger orders for grocer- 
les, a small deficit in manufacturing districts 
being made up by increased buying in other 
localities, while phe city trade was fully up 
to any prevous time this year. Buyers 
showed a litth timidity in ordering for fu- 
ture delivery, well known brands of canned 


‘goods only being ordered in a fair way, but 


showed no reluctance in taking ample sup- 
plies for present requirements.
